The board is looking for a new 
superintendent because of the 
resignation of Bob Redmond, 
who had served the board for 
almost three years. Redmond

downstate. 

While deciding to look at other 
candidates, the board quickly 
worked their way through a light 
agenda covering the usual mon 
thly reports, 

In quick order they heard the 
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the apartment complex received 
permission to build another 32 
units. The additional units 
desired for the project put the 
denisity factor of the land in- 
volved beyond the requirements 
for the present zoning of Planned 
Residential District. Scott Diet- 
ze, representing the firm that is 
the owner and developer of the 
project, asked to have the land 
rezoned from the PRD 
classification to R-3 which would 
allow more apartments to be 
built on the ten acre site. 

The planners had a_ long 
discussion about the rezoning 
considering whether to rezone a 
portion of the parcel, the whole 
parcel, or changing the density 
factor of the PRD. 

The issue was brought to the 
planners after Dietze had tried to 
get a variance from the Zoning 
Board of Appeals but was turned 
down because the ZBA did not 
have the authority to grant the 
change. 

After much discussion, the 
planners agreed to rezone the en- 
tire ten acres to allow the 
developer to build additional 
units. . 

After clearing up the rezoning 
matters, the planners then 
tackled the site plan requests. 

Starting with the Parkview 
complex, Dietze told the planners 
the 32 additional units would be 
built behind the present 32 units 
and would utilize the same type 
of building so the new additional 
would tie in with the present. The 
planners then gave their ap- 
proval. 

Lakeview Trailer Park 
brought ina site plan for the ex- 
pansion of the park, wanting to 
add six more sites along the area 
of Park Street. The area is 
presently used as a storage area. 
Doug Altschwager, the owner of 
the park, appeared before the 
planners to explain what changes 
he was intending to make in or- 
der to expand the park by 
another six locations. After plan- 
ners asked if the park would still 
be able to meet the zoning and 
state requirements, planners 
gave their approval. 

Burns Medical Clinic showed 
the site plans and the renderings 
of what their building would look 
like if the site plan was approved 


by the planners. 

The plan shown indicates a 
front door located on the back of 
the building that will be used as 
the main entrance. That door 
would be facing the alley bet- 
ween Park Street and Front 
Street. 

The way the building was 
designed, according to Robert 
Crum, assistant administrator of 
the clinic, was for the ease of 
patients coming to the satellite to 
be dropped off by car and then 
able to come into the building 
away from traffic. 

The site drawings drew some 
concern from Charles Kessler, a 
neighbor to the project. While he 
thought the plan was excellent, 
he wondered if the building could 
be sited differently so the front of 
the building would face the 
street. , 

He was told the reasons for the 
front door being off the road, but 
he still thought the building 
should be changed. The builders 
said a compromise could be 
worked out and the planners then 
gave their approval. The com- 
promise, which was decided upon 
Tuesday, would be the addition of 
a doorway along Park Street that 
would give the building more of a 
home appearance, The building 
will also be moved back about 14 
feet from the lot line to give more 
grass areas as the building is 
going to be a buffer between 
commercial and residential 
zoning. 

The last matter to come in 
front of the planners was a 
request of Allied-Bendix Aeor- 
space with an addendum to their 
original site plan. They wanted to 
get. permission to install a CQ-2 
tank on the east side of their 
Reliability Test Building on the 
east side of North Lake Street. 
The building is located at the cor- 
ner of Vogel and North Lake. 
That approval was readily given. 

In other action, the planning 
board tabled several actions they 
had intended to start work upon, 
including the final wording for a 
new Bed and Breakfast.

SALADS 

Our modern American cuisine 
consists of al] the different ethnic 
foods and where is it better ex- 
pressed than in our variety of 
salads? We mix all of those won- 
derful foods together to make 
beautiful and delicious salads 
that Grandmother would never 
have dreamed of. 

There is no end to the ideas 
using our fresh, frozen, canned 
vegetables and fruil. I believe 
that one reason for this is the 
availability of those tasty and 
tantalizing salad dressings on 
our market shelves. 

Grandma made apple salad 
and coleslaw. She served her 
garden fresh vegetables though 
she did not mix them together as 
we do. She had her sliced 
tomatoes on the table while they 
were in season, then leaf lettuce 
served with a dressing or 
vinegar, a little sugar, salt and 
pepper. There was always a cruet 
of vinegar on the table. I hunger 
now for that old time flavor of 
fresh cucumbers the way Mother 
prepared them, She peeled and 
sliced them with about an equal 
amount of onions, soaked them a 
few hours in salt water, then she 
drained them and added vinegar 
saltand pepper. 

Vegetables were cooked 
separately (always cooked— 
never raw) and served in sauce 
dishes with a little cream or milk 
and butter. Sometimes Grand- 
mother made a white sauce for 
the vegetables. In the winter she 
had to depend on chili sauce, 
chow chow, corn-relish, pickles 
and canned fruits to add that 
something extra to the meal. 

Many salads are made now as 
the entree for delicious meals. 
How about those delicious taco 
and pasta salads: a real potpourri 
of vegetables, sea food, rice, all 
types of pasta, olives and 
dressings. I find that our younger 
generation loves our new salad 
mixtures. Here is a nourishing 
salad witha taste of Spring.

4 oz. bow tie or shell pasta, cooked
